REYKJAVIK, Iceland, 
Sept. 5—(AP)—Officers and 
crew of the United States | 
destroyer Greer said tonight 
that they may have sunk the 
submarine which attacked 


their vessel, and the incident} 


was described here as a Ger- 


man attack. 

They based this belief on the 
fact their instruments indicated 
their vessel was Over the submar- 
ine when they dropped their depth 
charges, 

Meny depth charges were drop- 
ped, the Greer’s men said, and, as 
the destroyer was in very deep 
water, the submarine may ave 
been sunk without a trace, 

The Greer, attacked while en 
route here with mail, arrived in 
Iceland this morning. 


BRITISH PLANES HELP 

The Greer's instruments, officers 
said, indicated the destroyer was 
over the submarine when their 
depth charges were dropped. 

The destroyer was in very deep 
water at the time of the attack, the 
officers said, and consequently, they 
added, the submarine might well 
have been sunk without a trace. 

The officers disclosed British 
aircraft assisted the Greer in re- 
pelling the attacker. 

British aircraft in the vicinity co; 
operated in reconnaissance 

The Greer dropped many depth 
charges in the attempt to get the at- 
tacker, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—(AP)— 
President Roosevelt said today that 
the United States destroyer Greer 
had been attacked more than once, 
that steps were’ being taken to track 
down the marauding submarine, 
and that the vessel would be des- 
troyed if found. 

Mr, Roosevelt, speaking to a 
press conference, did not say 
exactly how many attacks had 
been made on the vessel, which 
was carrying mail to Iceland. 
But, he said, they occurred in 
daylight, and definitely on the 
American side of the ocean. 


{WILL “ELIMINATE” IT 

Asked what would be done if the 
attacking vessel were found, Mr. 
Roosevelt said he supposed the Am- 
erican forces would “eliminate” it 
or try to. He authorized direct 
quotation of the word eliminate and 
Said it was a good one. 

Mr. Roosevelt said it was for- 
tunate the destroyer was not hit, 
remarking that it was beyond his 
power to say why the aim of the 
submarine was so poor. He would 
not disclose whether the undersea 
craft's periscope was above water, 
declaring he could not talk about 
that. 


EXPLAINS SIGHTS 

“As a landlubber to a sea ex- 
pert,” a reporter enquired, “is it 
possible for a submarine to make 
a mistake in broad daylight at tor- 
pedo distance?” 

Mr. Roosevelt said he would put 
the explanation this way: 

If a submarine had a periscope 
above the surface there was no 
excuse for a wrong identification, 
Most torpedoes, he said, are fired 
by means of a visual sight, 

However, almost all naval ves- 
sels, including German and Italian, 
he added, have listening devices

Important Role

OTTAWA, Sept. 5—Prime Minis- 

ter Mackenzie King's bold invitation 
to the United States to get into the 
war before the conflict drags into 
years and cripples civilization in- 
definitely caused a big stir in Ot- 
tawa, where the speech was com- 
pletely unexpected. But observers 
immediately recognized that the 
Canadian leader had undertaken a 
tremendously jmportant role in the 
Strategy of the war. 

There is no hiding, the fact that 
Observers in Ottawa believed 
United States factor in the balance 
of war had deteriorated in recent 
weeks. Mr. King's statement in 
London could hardly have been 
made, if he had been a party to the 
Atlantic meeting of Churchill and 
lioosevelt, an informed source sug- 
gested in Ottawa. Whether the 
speech stemmed directly from the 
Atlantic declaration was a matter 
of speculation.

These would include 
Georgia, The Ukraine and The 
Caucasus, out of which the Nazis 
hope to salvage at least a fourth 
of this year’s production and open 
the way for systematic development 
next year. 

A parallel step, it is believed, 
would be an offer of peace on a 
status quo basis to England, al 
though there is no indication that 
it would be acceptable. The Wil- 
helmstrasse recently denied indig- 
Nantly that any such move was 
scheduled but neutral opinion is 
being assiduously cultivated along 
these lines. 

Shpuld this offer be declined, 
however, according to these ac- 
counts, the next steps have been 
carefully planned. For one thing, 
| Finland might be permitted to make 
a separate peace with the Russians 
and thus to shorten the tremendous 
front on which activity must now 
be carried forward. 


FINNS DON'T WANT WAR

With the arrival of another con- 
tingent there, Canada’s third division in 
Britain is now almost up to full 
strength. There should be profound 
gratitude that this and all the former 
contingents were carried safely through 
the submarine infested North Atlantic 
and reached the old lands without at- 
tack, or successful attack, by torpedo 
or air bomber. This speaks volumes 
for the vigilance and efficiency of the 
escorting warships and planes, for the 
pirates would much rather sink trans- 
ports than freight carriers. In this fine 
piece of work it is gratifying to know 
that Canadian convoy ships and planes 
have borne a part. 

Three more divisions for oversea 
service are being raised and trained in 
Canada. Our active army is thus ex- 
panding in step with the increasing 
supply of weapons and munitions, This 
systematic development of fighting 
forces and fighting equipment is not 
spectacular, but it is plain sense. Men 
without arms are no more useful than 
arms without men. With munitions 
plants coming into production and 
reaching maximum output, it will be 
possible to speed the recruiting and 
training of new units and to keep a 
growing stream of reinforcements mov. 
ing across the ocean as required.

There 
are very few about, and those 1 saw were 
of an indifferent quality. Let us hope the 
new season's strawberry jam—when we 
are lucky enough to get it in ur ration— 
will be “super.” 

Incidentally, there has been an increase 
of about 142d per Ib. in the price of some 
jams—strawberry among them—but that 
of marmalade is not affected.

Illegal Use Of 
Gas Is Probed 


Investigation will be carried out 
by highway inspectors 
officials of the provincial secretary's 
department, into any possible illegal 
use of purple-colored gasoline, it 
is reported. This colored fuel oi] is 
made available to farmers for use 
on the farm in farm machinery 
Only, at a tax of one cent a gal- 
lon, instead of the normal seven 
cents a gallon tax, 

R.C.M-P. officers and six recently- 
appointed provincial secretary's de- 
partment inspectors have been in- 
structed to carry out the invest- 
igatory drive and will carefully 
survey all likely avenues of tax 
evasion. 

Up until a few days ago, 70 con- 
victions had been registered in re- 
spect of farmers illegally using the 
purple-colored fuel. 

It was learned here that in New 
Brunswick, there is a system of 
markers employed fd establishing 
use of purple gasoline. 

Officials take samples and with 
the aid of a marker determine 
whether there is a stain in the re- 
ceptacie, left by the colored fuel 
oil, Thus the marker will reveal 
whether the purple fuel is being 
Niegally used in a pleasure car, 
even though it may not be identi- 
fied in any other way.
